PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEES. 

Our legislators Lave hud fine times of it 
wlnn with the Christmas recess nntl the lata 
electioneering Dxcitement, nod committee 
seem lo have abdicated their (unctions entirely 
The House lias not accomplished any vast 
amount of business since the present year set 
in, and now the first montti out of thu twelve 
has well nigh gone, and what work have our 
committees got through? Verily, if the. 
Cro.Mi Lands Committee is to be a farce alto- 
gether it in (j ni to tiino lo close it; if it is to 
drag its tedious length through the whole 
session it will become a serious evil and a 
great obstruction to business. As it is, 
other coirimitteea which might also have 
got through business which would have 
been benelicia! to the interests of the colony, 
have been unable to meet on account of this 
all-engrossing subject of the crown lands 
tailing up the whole time and attention of 
those members of the House who 
have taken any share of tho committee work 
at all. .So long as there was any hope of 
the Crown Lands Committeo doing their 
duty, and of their coming to any conclusion 
whatever in their investigations, we had 
some hope that tho trouble and cxpeaao 
which it has entailed upon tho colony would 
not imvo been thrown away, but really we 
are beginning to despair of any ultimate good 
arising oat of it. Investigations of this kind 
may be searching without being tedious ; 
they may and ought to be effectual, without 
lapsing into the ridiculous. There is, how- 
ever, no disguising the fact that the inquiry 
is losing its into' est. We observe with re 
gret that tho Chairman haa not been so regu- 
lar!:! his attendance of late as he was at tho 
commencement ut the sittings. Is he de- 
serving his principles and going over to the 
ranks of thoso who, under the name ol 
conservatives, would seek to preserve 

—and retain all the ubuses which may 
have crept in during the double reign 
of the Hudson Bay Company and the 
Imperial Government? We trust not, but he 
certainly appears of late to have taken less 
interest in the good fight than ho did u few 
months ago ; perhaps in his opinion all lias 
been elicited that it is desirable to draw out, 
but if not we sincerely trust that he will 
do his utmost to hasten to a conclusion the 
labors of this committee. It must be borne 
in mind that they are sitting at no small ex- 
pense to tho community over and above the 
inqonrenienca to themselves, and it is only by 
daily sittings that they can get through thoir 
work. There are also other matters seriously 
calling for the attention of the committees, 
which ir the Crown Lands are not speedily 
disposed of, will not get a hearing tho 
present session of parliament. It is high 
time that tho Committeo on Public Heads 
were making a report in place of hardly 
having commenced their sittings; we ^should 
also like to see the education question taken 
up, and tho state of the Probate Court de- 
serves tho most serious attention. We know 
that our members cannot perform impossi- 
bilities, and we do not ask them to sacrifice 
the wdiole ol their time to the public service, 
but surely, having voluntarily taken upon 
themselves the responsibility of serving their 
country, they cannot deem it a proper mode 
of fulfilling their duty to be in auy way neg- 
ligent of the public business which they have 

promised the electors lo make their own. It 
is high time that some of tho committees 

should makc^thcir reports to tho House, if it 
is intended that any action shall be taken 

upon them.

And yet our .citizens 
knowing as they cannot lail to do, that the 
development of remunerative diggings in thai 
vicinity would conduce more to the pros- 
perity of the colony than all the hard earned 
wealth of Cariboo, display a most unaccount- 
able apathy in the matter. Wa venture to 
affirm that had similar indicatious of gold- 
bearing quartz been discovered on llio terri- 
tory ol our go-ahead neighbors, long ere 
this the ground would have been thoroughly 
prospected, and if found profitable, uruslras 
and even quartz mills would already have 
been busily at work It may be that wo have 
still a lillle too much of the old-world cau- 
tion and tardiness about us, but it is to be 
hoped that when we dt> awake to tho neees- 
titv of prompt action on so important a 
matter, it may bo grappled with fairly and 
energetically, and not abandoned till the 
value or otherwise of Ihu diggings is thor- 
oughly demonstrated. Really, when we con- 
sider the very moderate sum by the expendi- 
ture ol which u satisfactory conclusion nny 
be arrived at, wo wonder that even soma 
single company has not gone properly into 
thu matter. Two or three weeks work 
with an uiastru — a mode of quartz crushing 
which after all lhe changes and improvement 
in the process, is slill unsurpassed, in the 
estimation of practical miners — would abun 
dentlv prove whether gold is to be found in 
paying quantities. The mantra, is the sim- 
plest, cheapest, and many say this best mode of 
crushing quartz, and a smail .sized one may 
be built anil put in complete working 
order for the trilling sum ot 8400 The 
mode of construction and operation is ex- 
tremely simple and well understood by manj 
of our miners who have. worked iu California; 
but for those who are not acquainted with I 
the process, a short explanation may be in- 
teresting. The common way of constiucling 
an ordinary .Mexican arustra is this: — al 
central post or pivot is firmly fixed iu Ihe ' 
ground, and around it are buill two walla, [ 
ono inner and one outer, about one loot tn j 
height, a,id having a space between them ol 
several feet. This space constitutes 
crushing trough, and is paved with flags n 
Hal stones, Usually laid in dry, tho interstice 
being veiy soon tilled up, and the lloor reu 
dercd smooth by the operation ol crushing 
Pivoting on tho central post, and uxlendin: 
across the crushing trough to a -til 
licient length, is a beam or shaft, to 
the outer extremity of which it 
attached the motive powei in the shape of a 
mule or horsd. The drag-rock, by which the 
quartz is crushed, consists of two heavy 
boulders with rather flat under surfaces, which 
are lastened to the shaft by a short chain, 
ono rotating inside of the other. This eon 
Ktilutos the whole apparatus ; the mode of 
working it is simply to break lhe rock into 
pieces of Ihe size of a walnut or less anil 
throw it into the crushing trough, where it is 
gradually reduced to an ulmo-t impalpable 
powder. At a certain stage wnter is poured 
into the trough, and quicksilver is then 
sprinkled over the mass and the pulverizing 
continued till Ihe amalgam has reached a 
proper consistency; il is then taken OUI, washed 
tree from sand, etc. iu a " to-n" or sluice, the 
superfluous quicksilver strained off through 
a piece oT thick buckskin, and then retorted 
iu the usual manner. The only pari of the 
operation which requires much skill is that of 
putting in a proper quantity of water, and ol 
knowing when thu amalgam has reached a 
sufliciont thickness. There nre doubtless 
many miners now in Victoria who understand 
thoroughly lhe mode of working an uitislrn, 
and whose services could easily be secured. 
Quartz which will yield $25 lo the ton will 
pay splendidly worked in this way, ami we 
would urge the different mining companies to 
waste no more time in having assays ma.de of 
their rock, but get up an nrastra at or.ce : if 
one company cannot afford it, let all lhe coin- 
panics on Oold Stream combine, and the re- 
sult will be that it will speedily be ascer- 
tained whether there is a sufficient amount ul 
gold in tho quarlz reefs in that vicinity, to 
render the working of them a profitable opcr 
alion.

lIRITtSO TltADK WITH AMBKIOAN PACIFIC r RTS 
AND MEXICO. 

It appears from returns issujd yesterday 
by the Board of Trade, that the computed 
real value of tho merchandise imported info 
the United Kingdom from the Pacific ports 
of the United Status during the nine month- 
ending Septum' cr20th was £'473,008 against 
£341,129 in the corresponding period of last 
year, and £604,907 in that of 181SI ; while 
the declared value oi tho British manufac- 
tures and produce exported to lhe same 
ports during the above period was £345,785 
against £l231,7u'5 last your, and £330,083 in 
18151. The Mexican trade increased inn 
muvh greater proportion — the imports intu 
ihe United Kingdom rising iu vuluu finin 
82(16,057 in the lirst three-quarters of 1801 
to $340,057 in the like period of last year, 
and §1,020,572 this year; while the exporls 
hence to Mexico in. reased from $502,393 in 
1801 and 8-127,050 last year to ?1 ,390,073. 
This enormous development of trade with a 
country convulsed by intestine discoid and 
foreign invasion may be accounted fur by 
supplies furnished lo the Confederates, end 
the cotton received in exchange via Browns- 
ville and Malamoras, which lucrative busi- 
ness will be put an end lo by General Hanks.

Austrian monarchy. It is said lhat Baring 
Brothers uro willing to furnish a Mexican 
loan, but that like the embryo Emperor of 
Mexico, they ask a guarantee which there is 
some difficulty about. M. Poult} wishes lo 
avoid a French lorn, oven by ihe alternative 
of additional taxation, il necessary ; bul in 
the meantime funds are wattling to realize 
Ihe Emperor'* aims in Mexico. The author 
of the difficulty is in a fix j on the ono hand 
he cannot afford to part with Ins Finance 
Minister; on the other he cannot wilhdiaw 
without loss ol prestige from Mexico. The 
intelligence that Gen. Banks is at Browns- 
ville does not leud to lessen llio Emperor's 
perplexity, as you may suppose. Some ol 
thu semi-official Paris journals have spoken 
of a loan, us if to prepare the public mind 
fur it, and lhe amount mentioned is XI 2,000, 
000. Some lime ago il was suid lhat a loan 
would not bo needed unless war occurred ; 
but it now seems probable that a loan will be 
require! for Mexico nnd another at no dis- 
tant period Tor carrying on the Kuropwan war 
thai is evidently impending. 

I'Rf JEC'TEU NEW STIt.VM LINKS IN THE PAt.'IVIC, 
ETC. 

The long agitated question of communica- 
tion with the antipodes 7iu Panama, has been 
settled by a contriet made by thu govern- 
ments ot New South Wales and New Zea- 
land with the Ititer colonial Mail Steam 
Packet Company, for a mail service between 
Panama und Sydney, calling at Auckland, 
N. /'. Agents of the two colonial govern- 
ments have been here for some time, and 
having in vain urged llio establishment of 
this service on the Imperial Government, 
though its claims are immeasurably stronger 
than that of the Gal way mail lino, they hare 
at last acted independently of the mother 
country. There has also just been formed a 
company for taking over a lino of trading 
steamers now running between Liverpool and 
Aspinwall, and extending their operations to 
Venezuela und Mexico, and ultimately to 
British Columbia and Australia. Of course 
California will not be overlooked in these 
arrangements. 

MONETARY BXCITKMENT — DISTRESS AMONG THE 
COTTON WORKERS. 

Tho money market is unsettled, owing to 
the uncertainty loll us lo the intentions of 
lhe Emperor of ilia French, and the proba- 
bility of war in Ilolstein. On Mouday there 
was almost a panic on the Exchange on its 
being known that largo remittance of gold 
are still required for cotton. Foreign secur- 
ities have receded, nnd everything is in a 
feverish condition. Much excitement was 
creatctl in tho city yesterday by lhe refusal 
of tho Hank to discount eyen firsl-c|ass 
paper nt less ihan seven per cent., which 
led lhe private discounting houses to charge 
still higher rales. It was hoped a few days 
ago that tho drain of gold to pay for ootion 
was sufficiently mitigated to remove all cause 
of apprehension ol another rise in the Hunk 
rate 'of discount ; but tho Ecoiiqmisi pre- 
dicted on .Saturday thai it would continue, 
and the operations of Monday and yesterday 
have proved the correctness of it3 conclusions. 
Tho mystery is no longer what becomes of 
the money, but where 'he cotton goods come 
Irom that have been exported in large quan- 
tities during the " famine," while lhe facto- 
ries have been standing idle, nnd which are 
now being exported inquantit os nearly equal 
to thu exporls ol two years ago, while tho 
returns of the manufacturers are even larger. 
Vet Ihe mills are, for lhe most part still idle, 
and the number of unemployed and destitute 
operatives, reduced during summer, is now 
rapidly increasing. Tho increased demand 
for relief, though it should hove been fore- 
seen, has been followed by a reduction of the 
allowable, which of course has produced 
g.eat disoontcnt. 

On Monday there was a meeting of the un- 
employed at ManchoHti r, nt which il was 
stateil that hundreds wure in a stale of star- 
vation. Banners were displayed) and other 
reminders were noticed of the excited assem- 
blages on Ihe same spot — Stevenson Square 
—during llio sliiko of 1812 and the Chartist 
agitulions of 1818. I hope I may not have to 
note in my next thai tho parallel bus been 
carried further. 

UMEASV KKBt.IHa IN' IRELAND— THE FENIAN 
DR0TUERHOOD. 

There was a flutter produced in Ireland last 
week, that the Fenians were about to at- 
tempt a landing on the coast of Cork, nnd 
lhat a rising of their compatriots lo welcome 
them would take place. This was suid to bo 
tho substance of a cdmmuhioatioh which 
reached the commanding officer of tin artil- 
lery force stationed nt Bhllincollig, anil in 
consequence of which 'he guns wore loaded 
nnd prepared for action, lhe burraek-gatcs 
closed, the guards doubled, ball-cartridge 
served out, nnd the roads patrolled by troops. 
No enemy has appeared, however, and the 
alarm having subsided, lhe preparations wero 
accounted for by thu alleged expectations of 
a rdcurrence of a light n bich bod taken place 
between some of lhe troops und some laborers. 
This litllo incident will servo to show how 
combustible tho state of loeling In Ireland is 
supposed to be. The late communicutiou 
fio.n Washington relative to lhe proceedings 
of ino Fenian Brotherhood seems to have put 
the Government on the .qui vhte, and made 
thorn very susceptible lo ularms of this de- 
scriptiop. Thee is not a suliicionl forco nt 
home to suppress an insurrection on u largo 
scale, and the number could uol be increased 
without abandoning New Zealand to tho 
Ma,ories, leaving India iD charge of tho Sikhs, 
forsaking our Celoalial allies of tho Flowery 
Land, ami lftiockitig uti'ler lo tho Daimios of 
Japan. (1) 

THE ISI8II BMIU RATION — CONDITION OF TUB 
COl'NTKV.

The Congress scheme) of the Emperor ol 
the French may be regurdld as in a stale ol 
collapse, notwithstanding the assertion of 
some of the French journals that three- 
fourths of the European powers hove agreed 
to it. The correspondence on lhe subject 
between Karl Russell, Earl Cowley and' M. 
Droayn do l.huys has been published, bin ; 
adds nothing of moment to what wus already 
known. The) British Government declined 
the Imperial invitation on the ground that t 
none of the questions lo be submitted to lhe 
proposed Congress wero likely to be settled I 
by it, Diplomacy lias already done its be t 
for Poland nod Denmark, nnd what 
could bo done for Italy ! The Emperor can 
retire from Rome without llio sanction of a j 
Congress, and Austria hail given notice t'mt I 
she would not goto tho Congress if Veil e tin I 
was to be mentioned, and would retire from j 
it if that question were introduced without 
uolico._ Whether the prnjoct will be per- 
sisted in under the circumstances remains lo 
bo seen, but if Ihe Congress does meet. 1 shall 
be confirmed in the suspicion that ils main 
object is in reality the disruption of Turkey, 
ritis would account for the willingness of 
Russia to go into it. and give a point lo a 
significant passage iu n recent newspaper let- 
ter from Paris, in which reference is made to 
events " perhaps iu the Easl, in which France 
and Russia take an ;ulcresl,"and which may 
turn to the ultimata advantage to Poland.' 1 
We gut a further insight into * hat is intended 
to be conveyed in an elaborate ailicloin 
/.ii Presse, emanating from M. Emilu Girar- 
din, in which wo tire told that tho Polish 
question is far easier lu settle between Russia 
and Franco than by a war, however succes- 
ful against Russia; nnd that the interdict 
on lhe Black Sea, will if need be, liio ransom 
of the domination which presses upon Po- 
land.
